Tlio mast important news from tha United 
Stales is Ihntof nma^t destructive Qra which 
occurred at tlio city of Albany, the cspital of 
the Buitfl of New York, on the 17th of August. 
Most of tho commercial portion of tho city, 
with fifteen or twenty denselypopulated streets 
and squares, wero in five hours reduced to 
ruins. Prom Herkiin or- street, where the firo 
brokoout, to Columbia-street, where it was 
arrested, the distance was more than halt a 
mile. The ruins coveted in area of 209 acres, 
every foot of which was densely covered wilh 
buildings ; thcio wero mora houses upan it 
than any equal spaoeio the city, Pour-flftln 
of llio buihtines burnt were brick, moat of them 
large and substantial structures; manyof thorn 
three and Tour stories high. Tho latest ac- 
counts from the aeeno of tho ta- 
lamity represent that 43$ valuable 
houses wore destroyed ; besides which 
eleven tow boots, between flfty and sixty canal 
boots, one schooner, and two floats, were burnt 
on tho water, nnd tho burning wrecks oC these 
vessels floating against the Columbia -street 
bridge, set it on fire, whence tho eoulljigration 
was communicated to the Columbia-street mar- 
ket. A large qutiuiityof produce. Hour, (to,, 
in warehouse, was likewise consumed. It was 
estirnntcil that upwards oE twenty lives were 
lost, but it vros impossible to ascertain tho 
number with any degree of certainty, Tho
